Among the 


employes of the Gould enterprises in this 


neighborhood, it is not along the em 
loyes of the Wabash Ka 
ave cause for complaint. Onthe Missouri 
Pacific and Iron Mountain roads, and inthe 
Western Union offices are men who ascribe 
their evil davs to him,and some of them would 
go so far as to rejoice at his downfall. 

On the Missouri l’acific the cause is not de. 
layed wages. The local management has 
thus far seen the money paid promptly. Capt. 
RK. 8S. Hayes bas always insisted on this since 
he came here to take charge 
several months ago, and thus far his 
wish in the matter has been respected. He 
has been more lucky in this respect than Mr. 
J. C. Gault, of the Wabash, who, rumor says, 
has always advocated thatthe wages should 
ve paid promptly, but who has been overruled 
inthe matter. The complaint on the Missouri 
Pacific is thatin many cases wages have been 
cut down far below living rates. 

**The Missourt Pacific,’’ said a prominent 
railroad man tothereporter this morning, 
** has cut down where it can least afford to do 
s0. It has reduced the working forceon the 
tracks where men were needed, anda the result 
is that repairs are not going onin the places 
where they should. The section gangs, 
who have charge of about eight 
miles of road on an average, 
have been reduced from twelve to, in many 
cases, cight, and in some to a much less 
mpomoer.

The whole force 
has been cut down about one seventh. 


The managers admit that it has been reduced 
one-tenth, but the workers thermselves laugh 
atthisand show clearly that the figures are 
much larger. The laboring force employed 
by the Missouri Pacific is close to 8,000 men, so 
that the number discharged altegether is 
probably near 2,000 men. 

Of course, anemployer has a right to dis- 
charge those whom he may hire at any time, 
providing he does not violate the terms of his 
contract; but the hardships caused are very 


great. Numbers of men who have worked 
at this business for several years, 
who are unfit for anything else, 


when they could secure no other work, and 
the hardship has been such as to reduce num.- 
bers of them to starvation. Not more than 
three weeks ago a similar trouble occurred 
nmong laborers working under Contractor 
Fruin, onthe Missouri Pacific track, between 
Pacific and St. Louis. 

The men were working on a spectal contract 
and were, therefore, better paid than this 
class of labor usually is, getting, in some 
cases,.as much as $175 perday. Some weeks 
ago several of them were discharged. The 
rule wus that they be paid 
only once in every two weeks. 
Another rule was thut in pay nent they get 
fromthe bosses checks marked ‘‘not trans- 
ferable,’’ the object being, it was stated, to 
protect them from sharpers, who would buy 
up these checks at half price.

The road must save, however, and it has been 
doing so in every way. On hlit was an- 
nounced tnatthe Iron Mountain road would 
thereafter charge full rates between Caron- 
delet and St. Louis to all its employes as well 
as others, embracing those working for the 
road at either place. 

This looks like a trifling order, but it 
amounts to a great deal to the men. 
Itis simply a reduction of 15 cents a day in the 
wages of those who come under the rule. 
About 300 men who were previously allowed 
the privilege of riding free are required to 
pay 15 centsaday now. This is not a small 
sum looked at from the standard of the work- 
ingman. In fact, it will beseen from the show- 
ings recently published in the PosT-DISPATCH 
that it more than half pavs the rent of most 
woikingmen who are supporting a family of 
tour bg menger and who are in no condition to 
stand any retrenchment of their incomes. A 
cut is also reportea in the offices of this com. 
pany, but it is only with the laboring class 
that this article proposes to deal. 

Inthe Western Union Telegraph Company, 
another of Gould’s enterprises, a cut has been 
made in the number of employes, though not 
inthe wages The way this has been done is 
that, in cases when resignations or discharges 
have occurred in the main office since Jaauary 
1 the vacancies have not been filled. 

Acut in salary is reported among the office 
clerxs, but they will not speak about the mat- 
ter and decline to give any information, That 
there is noreason forall this retrenchment 
can be seen atau glance. Take the Wdbasb, 
St. Louis and Pacific roaa, where 
the men are treated so badly, asan example. 
According to the official statements 
of the road, the earnings were as follows: For 
the fourth week in January, 1882, $342,046; 
same week, 1881, $239,037; increase this year, 
$103,009. Forthe whole month of January, 
1882, the gross earnings Were $1,229,065; same 
month, 1881, $811,617; increase, $418,348. Yet 
this road could not pav its hands the January 
wages until on and after the Istof March. 
The earnings of the Missouri Pacificiin January, 
1882, were $552,675,and in January, 1881, $388,681, 
neat little gain, as will be seen. The Iron 
Mountain, according to published accounts, 
has not done as well this yeur as last.

THE ARCTIC SEARCH. 

Nearly three weeks have elapsed since En- 
gineer MELVILLE and bis party left Irkutz, 
in obedience to orders from the Naval De- 
partment, to explore as thorougbly as possi- 
ble the barren waste which stretches between 
that point and the mouth of the Lena River. 
They will be followed by Lieut. HARBER and 
Master SCHEUTZE, now ontheir way from 
St. Petersburg, and the fate of Dr LONG 
and his companions ought to be known to us 
by the end of the present month, and per- 
haps even sooner. The distance to be tra- 
versed in direct line by the explorers cannot 
be more than one hundred and fifty miles, or, 
allowing for the necessary indirect lines of 
search, two hundred and fifty; so that, bar- 


ring accidents, the time indicated may 
be considered suflicient—though, of 
course, anything like exact  caiculation 


is impossible when the scene of action 1s so 
far removed and its peculiarities so little 
understood. From the best obtainable in- 
formation this region bears strong resem- 
blance to what is called here ‘ta wet prairie,’’ 
only it is far less fertile than the worst of our 
land of similar character. During the short 
summer it produces a poor species of grass, 
and in the long winter is covered several feet 
deep with snow and ice. Gameis not abun- 
dant at any season, and when the reign of 
frost sets in practically disappears altogether. 
Permanent inhabitants there are none, and 
travelers are few and far between. In 
short, itis a sort of Arctic Sabara, unfit for 
man or beast. When De LONG was last 
heard from—almost three months ago—he 
was near the mouth of the Lena and intend- 
ed to make his way across this desert to the 
nearest Russian settlement. Oneof his men 


their abandoned ship, and suffering severely 
from lack of food. The fact that nothing 
has been heard from them since is aimost 
conclusive proof that they have all perished 
from sickness or starvation. It is possible 
that MELVILLE may find some survivors, but 
there is no probability of such good fortune. 
The utmost we can reasonably hope for is 
that the record of their work and trials ‘may 
be secured and their bones given deccnt 
sepulture by those who shared their peril 
and escaped their doom. 

Only thirteen out of the thirty-three on 
board the Jeannette are known to be living, 
and the remainder may be regarded as dead 
The question naturally arises, what have 
these precious lives purchased? Nothing 
whatever of any appreciable value. If Dx- 
LONG’S officiai records are found, they will, 
doubtless, contain some interesting scientific 
information of various kinds and some 
geographical discoveries of more or less im- 
portance; but nothing which the world could 
not have easily done without, nothing worth a 
tentb of the price paid forit. If that price 
were in dollars and cents only, it would bs 
high enough; but twenty buman lives must be 
added, and the sum total makes the scientific 
and geographical results look very contempt- 
ible. It is time the Arctic exploration business 
ceased. Everything accomplished by it in the 
last hundred years is of small consequence— 
vastly less consequence than the suffering and 
death it has involved. If there were any 
really substantia! benefit, present or prospec- 
tive, to be derived from ascertaining just how 
much land and how much water the Polar 
regions contain, and how the land and 
water are divided and arranged, then 
such fatal expeditions as those of FRANKLIN 
and DE LONG might be accepted with 
some degree of resignation. But when there 
isnosuch benefit, when it actually does not 
make an atom of difference to us or our pos- 
terity whether the land or the water predom- 
inates, or how they are distributed, then these 
expeditions are hardly less than criminal and 
should be discouraged rather than encour- 
aged by every civilized government. The 
world can find much better use for its men 
and money than employing them in Quixotic 
enterprises, the only redeeming feature of 
Which is the bravery and skill they demand, 


ONE Mr. YANG LOO, an importation from 
the flowery banks of the Hoang-Ho, met with 
a little experience at Dodge City, Kansas, 
yesterday, which taught him more in a min- 
ute about the laws of momentum and inertia, 
the balistic curve and the impenetrability of 
matter than he could have learned in an or- 
dinary lifetime.

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TO-NIGHT the question of the removal of 
the Lucas Market will come up in the House 
of Delegates. A strong opposition comes 
from the market-gardeners and the few 
people who do business in the antique sheds 
which now stand as an impediment to the 
growth ofthe city. The property -holders in 
and around the market are neariy all in ac- 
cord, and they are willing to be assessed for 
the benefits that will accrue to them by the 
removal of the nuisance. Itis claimed that 
of the committee reporting adversely to the 
removal ordinance four are butchers or 
stock-dealers or are directly interested in sup- 
plying the men who do business in the old 
market-house. If this be true, these gentle- 
men are actuated by private interests. Their 
opposition is dictated by personal feeling 
rather than a sense of public duty; and this 
is not the spirit that should direct our legis- 
lation. Ifthe old Lucas Market-house were 
removed and Twelfth street cut through to 
Cass avenue, we would have oneof the finest 
thoroughfares in the city. In less than five 
years it would be fringed with handsome 
stores and business buildings instead of the 
rookeries and stables and coal-sheds which 
now disfigure it. 


IT seems a little strange, after all, that 
the American Republic should adopt the ex- 
clusive policy Which China established and 
maintained for six thousand years. The 
Chinese Government never recognized the 
right of a foreigner to set his foot on Celestial 
soil until after the cuns of the English and 
French and the Yankees had proclaimed the 
gospel of free intercourse. We had to pound 
the doctrine into the Mongolians that the 
world was every man’s home. We insisted 
oninvading their territory, and now that 
they have reciprocated by visiting ours we 
raise the bars and fall back on the pre-his- 
toric Chinese policv. Still the law of self- 
preservation is the most sacred of all the stat- 
utes known to mankind. It was in the in- 
terest of civilization and commerce that we 
broke down the Chinese wall, anditis in 
the interest of civilization and humanity that 
we erect barriers against the Mongolian 
hordes along the Pacific Coast. Consistency 
is one thing and necessity is another. How- 
ever, these things have a queer !ook. 


Ir the property-hoiders along Olive street 
from Twelfth to Grand avenue can be per- 
mitted to have their own way, that fine 
thoroughfare will be paved with granite 
blocks before anotber year. Petitions to 
that end are being signed with remarkable 
unanimity. I1t is expected, however, that 
there will be considerable opposition to the 
enterprise in the Municipal Assembly. The 
Macadam Ring is very much opposed to 
granite paving. The nuisance-makers get so 
mucb money out of the city treasury every 
year for putting down rotten limestone on the 
streets and carting it off after it has been 
converted to mud. Olive street is worth 
about $10,000 a year to ‘the Ring. If itis 
beautifully paved with granite there will be 
one street less for the limestone fiends. Very 
naturally they are opposed to all form of 
improvement which will change our corrupt 
and worthless method of street construction, 
[It won’t do to ignore the influence of this 
Macadam Ring,for it has grown powerful and 
its influence is very potent in and around the 


city buildings. 
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Jay GOULD has grown restive under the 
reports that he is more or less in strait- 
ened circumstances. Last Saturday he called 
a committee, consisting of CyRUS FIELD, 
RUSSELL SAGE and FRANK WORK, into his 
oflice and showed them unindorsed certificates 
of stock to the amount of $53,000,000. The 
gentlemen were astounded and at once gave 
him a clean financial bill of health. This 
looks very much as though Mr. GOuLD felt 
the necesity of bolstering up his credit.

Interesting Interview With Hon. Philip 
- Sante, Member of Parliament. 


Hon. Philip Saute, member of Parliament, 
South Australia, is registered at the Lindell. 
He is short of stature, beavy-set, and with the 
conventional Erglish side-whiskers and a 
broad, pleasant face that beams all over with 
good nature. This morning he received a 
reporter of the POST-DISPATCH and consented 


to be interviewed. In response to a question 
Mr. Sante said: 7 

‘‘l am returning to Australia from a visit to 
my friends and relatives in England, and am 
passing through your country to obtain a per- 
sonal insight into your system of government, 
your climate and your productions.’’ 

‘*‘What is the condition of the Australian 
Government?’’ 

‘*You must remember that Australia has five 
govercmenee, namely: Western and Southern 

uSstralia, Victoria, New South Wales 
and Queensiand. The majority of Ameriéans 
—like the English—don’t seem to comprehend 
that we have in square miles nearly as much 
territory as the United States. The Governor 
of South Australia, at present Sir William 
Jarvis, is appointed by the Queen, but both 
our Houses of Parliament are elected directly 


from the people, and beyond 
the gubernatorial appointment, Eng: 
land exercises no direction what- 
ever in our affairs, The Government is 


elected from the body of our Parliament, and | 
is, therefore, directly from the people.’’ 

‘*What does your country produce?’’ 

‘*‘Wheat, cattle, sheep, copper and gold, of 
which England receives nearly all exporta- 
tions. Weshould doaconsiderable business 
in wool with America, but your tariff will not 

ermit, and hence we ship it all to England, 
rom whence you receive it at an increased 
a Our wool is demanded here 

ecause it is of finer quality than can be ob- 
tained elsewhere, for we haye no winter and 
our sheep are grazing all the year round.’’ 

‘‘Do you import anything from this 
country?’’ 

‘Only two articles—timber and kerosene. 
We are commencing to import vast quantities 
of North American spruce and Oregon pine. 
We have asima)Jitradezin builders’ ironmon- 
gery,but it amountsto nothing,and is scarcely 
worthy of mention.’’ 

‘*Is Australia having much immigration 
now?’’ ' 

‘‘The country is settling up rapidly, and the 
immigration is quite large, especially from 
England. We receive a steady flow of thrifty, 
industrious Americans, also. The Peabody 
Steamship Company has a line of steamers. 
from Boston toeach of the colonies, and the 
y poner nad passage occupies about seventy 

ays?’’ 

‘‘What is your opinion of the American 

ystem ofgovernment?’’ 

‘‘I think very highly of the country, but 
your system ot governmentis not sufficiently 
direct from the people. Our own is superior 
inthatrespect. Your President has too much 
appointing power, andthe general tendency is 
toward party government and consequent cor- 
iuption. Understand me,] am speaking en- 
tirely of principles, not of individuals. Your 
civil service is in a very undesirable 
position, arising from the uncertainty of 
ton tenure of office. There may 

@ a reason for removing the officers of a Gov- 
ernment from their various positions at every 
election, but that necessity is not apparent to 
a stranger like myself. It appears to me it 
cannot fail to be injurious to public service. 
With us we have a civil service bill in which 
the position ot every Government officer is 


distinctly defined. The applicant for public 
place is a young man who is 
especially educated for the busi- 


ness. Whenever he passes the Examining 
Board, he is entered upon the list as a cadet, 
and his number officially entered. As vacan- 
cies occur in the departments, the cadets are 
assigned in turn according to precedence of 
number, and noamount or political influence 
can prevent an officer from attaining the ae 
est position in the government service provided 
his character remains correct. This builds up 
a class of business men who are trained to the 
public service and have every incentive to be 
honest, faithful and efficient. The heads 
of departments are elected »y Parliament 
and have no appointmentsinthe regular ser- 
vice. If they appoint to a large office some 
friend for political purposes Parliament im- 
mediately disapproves and the ehief officer 
mustresign. ‘This must result in political 
death. That gives the people through Par 
liament a direct hold upon all governmental 
affairs. In this country the newspapers seem 
to be the only controlling influence, butlI 
must confess they are remarkably free and 
outspoken.’’ 

Mr. Sante leaves to-morrow for San Fran- 
cisco, from whence he sails home.

Talk with .Col, A. W. Soper, the General 
Manager. 


A POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning met 
Col. A. W. Soper, for many years General 
Superintendent of the st. Louis, Iron Mount- 
ain and Southern Railway, and at present 
Generai Manager of the Wagner Sleeping Car 
Company, with headquarters in New York 
city, Mr. Soper reached thecity yesterday 
morning, andis stopping at his old home on 
Chestnut street, where his family continue to 
reside. Mr. Soper expressed himself as being 


delighted at the opportunity his brief visit af- 
fords him of renewing acquaintance with his 
old friends here. : 
Concerning the Wagner-Pullman litigation, 
Col. Soper stated to the reporter that no com- 


‘promise of the differences between the two : 


great companies has been proposed, or is in 
contemplation, and that the reports to that 
effect are without foundation. Matters remain 
in statu quo, ‘awaiting final decision by the 
courts. Asked astothe reasons which impel- 
led the withdrawal of the Wagner cars from 
the Southwestern roads, Col. Soper said that 
that action wastaken on account of the de. 
cision of the Texas courts, which permitted 
the Wagner Company to run their cars over 
the railroads operating in that Statein con 
junction with the Pullman Company, but de- 
nied the Wagner Company exclusive right to 
run on those roads. 

The division of the Texas business between 
the two great companies was not sufficiently 
protitable to warrant the Wagner companies 
in continuing their operations in Texas, and 
for this sole reason the Board of Directors 
resolved to vacate the fleld at least until the 
respective rights of the litigant companies 
tothe Southwestern franchise shall be defi- 
nitely settled by the Federal courts. The St. 
Louis case was argued before Justices Miller, 
McCrary and Treatinthe early part or Febra.- 
ary, and the New Orleans case was heard by 
Judge Pardee, of the United States Circuit 
Court, at New Orleans week before 
last. Judge Pardee left for Pensacola, 
Florida, the day after the conclusion of argu- 
ments of counsel, and no decisionis expected 
trom him until his return to New UVrieans, 
which will be deferred for several weeks yet. 
The decree in the St. Louis case is daily ex- 
pected to be handed trom the bench, and in 
the meantime matters remain in the shape 
which they assumed upon the withdrawal of 
the Wagner cars from the 5outhwestern roads. 

Referring to the death of Hon. Webster Wag- 
ner, the founder and President of the Com- 
pany which has tor so long been known by his 
Mr. Soper spoke: very feeiing)y.

Judge Laughlin Reversed by the 
Court of Appeals, 


The Court Saves a Murderer’s Neck 
With Regret, on Account 07 


‘*Egregious Errors”’ of 
Judge Laughlin. 


The Court of Appeals to-day reversed and 
remanded for new trial the criminal case of 
Oharles Rose, who was indicted, tried and 
convicted of murder in the first degree, and 


was sentenced for execution. Rose, it was 
charged, had killed George Ingram 
in a low -saloon brawl at 1023 


North Seventh street. The place was fre- 
quented by colored steamboatmen, and some 
of the rooms in the réar were occupied by dis-- 
reputable women. The murdered man got 
into an altercation in the ante-room with Rose 


and — two other colored men, Williams 
and Emerson. Williams had seized 
hold of a white woman, named 


Lizzie Denny, who was cohabiting with the 
murdered man. Some words were passed and 
the deceased took the saloonkeeper’s pisto] 
and shot Emerson intheeye. In the ante- 


room there was a general scrimmage. The 
murdered man_ shot Rose in the 
hand, and he in turn was 


stabbed either by Williams or by Rose or 
by both. Twodays later he died. The error 
complained of was that the court erroneously 
instructed the jury as to the element of delib- 
eration, the absence of which would reducea 
homicide possessin the other  in- 
gredients of mwurder tO murder in 
the second degree.- It was also complained 
that the court erred in refusing to instruct the 
jury as tothe necessary self-defense. The in- 
struction given was as follows: ‘‘By the term 


‘deliberately’ ig meant a cool 
state of the blood. A heated 
state the blood is denominatea 


by the law passion only when it arises or is 
produced by some reasonable provocation. If 
it be not thus provoked the law does not ex- 
cuse forit. But ahomicide committed whilst 
one is under the immediate influence of a pas- 
sion thus provoked cannot be murder in the 
first degree. Whether passion existed in this 
case, therefore, depends upon whether there 
was reasonable cause for it, and this is a mat- 
— which you must determine from the evi- 
ence.’’ 
THE COURT OF APPEALS, 

Judge Thompson, says; ‘‘This instruction is 
in conflict with what the Supreme Court 
held in the case of Kotovsky & Ellis, and for 
this error the judgment must be reversed. It 
is just to say that this case was tried before 
the Supreme Oourt decision and but 
for that decision we should not have 
held Judge Langhlin’s definition of the term 
erroneous. Our Own view of the question has * 
been expressed, but as it was overruled by the 
Supreme Court it is our duty faithfully to 
apply the law as lai . down 
by thattribunal. Notwithstanding theerror - 
in the Kotovsky and Ellis cases the Supreme 
Court affirmed the judgments ana the prisoners 
were executed, butit was upon the ground 
that the facts in those cases did not call for 
any specific instructions on murder in the 
second degree. This case is entirely. different, 
and it was clearly necessary to instruci.in © 
the second degree. We also think that the 
jury should have been instructed as to the 
law On homicide in necessary selt-defense. It 
was said thatthe Judge refused the instruc- 
tion because Rose, as &@. witness, denied tha 
he struck the fatal blow and charged 
itupon his companion Williams. We thin 
that anignorant man put upon trial 
life should not have his rights concluded by 
statements which he may make upon the 
stand. A man may be ae for murder, but 
he ought not to be hanged for perjury. We 
regret to be - compelled to re- 
verse the judgment, for we 
cannot avoid feeling that upon the whole evi- 
dence the right result was reached. Under 
our law the ultimate decision rests with the 
jury in such a case, and our duty is limited to 
seeing that the case was put tothejjury upon 
proper statements and correct application. 
All the judges concur in the reversal.’’

The annual report of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change forthe year 1881 was submitted to- 
day and presents a most favorable showing.

interesting to business men. The 
report of the Board of Directors of the 
Exchange, which opens the annua! statement, 
Says that the year has beenthe mostremarka 
ble in the history of the association. The 
growth of certain branches of trade,the ex-” 
traordinary increase of membership, the la' ge 
reserves found accumulated, and other rite 
ters, equally important,are the cause for these 
congratulations. 

After meeting all obligations, the directors 
have been ableto place to the credit of the 
reserve fund, out of the receipts of the year, 
the sum 0f3220,000 of United States registered 
bonds and have at the same time aconsideruble 
cash balance. on hand, as well as $6,000 in 
bonds of the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
Association. according to the rule, the initia- 
tion fee until January 1, 1883, is fixed at $500, 
and after that date at $1,000. The board recom- 
nends that no steps be taken toincrease the 
f.e, or to do anything Which would debar any 
business man fromthe privileges of the Ex- 
change, 

A v.ry high tribute is paid to Mr. Geo. BR. 
Morgan, the secretary, for the faithful man- 
ner in which he has attended to his duties.

A MURDER MYSTERY. 


A Crime that 1s Disturbing the Good 


City of boston. 
Boston Special to the N. Y. Sun, llth. 


On the morning of Tuesday, March 7,a man 
looked into the window of a store in Wasb- 
ington street, where were displayed cutlery 
and fancy goods, and after a moment of in- 
spection went in, pointed to a fancy-bandled, 
double-edged dirk knife, and asked the price 
of it. On being told thatit was $2, he re- 
plied that he wouldn’t give so much. Cheaper 
ones were shown him, and after examining 
two or three he selected a common pocket 
knife, with the plade about three inches long 
and a thin back, took out aroll of bills, paid 
fifty cents and quitted the store. This was 
about 7:30 o’clock in the morning. The man 
was about six feet in height, of medium 
build, very broad shoulders, light -com- 
plexion, nee side-whiskers, and mous- 
ache mixed with gray,and had not shaved 
his chin for several days. He was about fifty 
years old. He wore a long, dark-biue “over- 
coat, with velvet collar, dark trousers, and 
tall, round-top Derby hat. He had apparently 
been drinking, but was not much intoxicated. 
Half an hour later a man answering this de- 
scription attacked Mrs. Cram, who lives at 
109 Pleasant street, near the store where the 
knife was bought, and so rudely did he seize 
herthat her shoulders bore the marks twenty- 
four hours afterward. Soon after 8 a. m. 
Harriet Bell was murdered by the same man 
at 6 Kirkland street. There were several 
stab wounds in the neck and throat, made by 
a knife which had a double edge or avery thin 
back. The deepest wound was two inches 
and a half deep. 
@The murderer passed out into Tremont 
street, at first ona run for 4 few rods, and 
then leisurely walked with his hands 
Jn his pockets. We was pointed out 


to policemen by Mr. Henry _ Baker, 
avd owas seen at the same i mo- 
ment by Mr. Cram. He was thensome rods 


away, but apparentlyin nohurry. He was 
seen until he was near the bridge over the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, after which the 
officers watched him no longer. Between 8 
and 9 o’clock a man similarly described came 
down from Tremont street to the railroad 
tracks neartbe Know-Nothing crossing and 
inqvired about the time of trains to New 
York. He seemed to be disappointed because 
there was not one soonerand disappeared. 
These facts are known to everybody. Beyond 
this there is precious little to know which 
furnishes any clue tothe murderer. Boston 
and New York and other places have been 
ransacked for information, and the result is 
that late to-night one of the detectives most 
interestedin the case expressed a doubt that 
the criminal will ever be caught.

Some of Harriet Bell’s friends knew her by 
the nams of Fall, and thought her husband 
was William Fall, He was foundin New Ha- 
ven by Inspector Gerraughty, and said that 
he first knew the woman about twelve vears 

0, When she came to him to appeal for 
charity because of his membership in some 
secret socicty. After consulting his wife, 
Fall assisted her. She claimed to be a widow, 
and said that her husband had been killed in 
the war. About six months afterward she 
again appeared ;as a solicitor for aid. She 
said that she had been in New York City, 
where she had tried to earn a living, and that 
she had been employed in the Union Square 
Theater there. She intimated that she was a 
fallen woman, and said that she had returned 
to Boston with a desire to lead a reputable 
life. Lie aided her again, and never saw her 
afterward. He said that Willa was not his 
child, and was astonished to hear that Mrs. 
Bell ever claimed him as the child’s father. 
He did not believe that her husband died in 
the war, for the reason that during the war 
Mrs. Bell was too young to be married. Mr.

One Chance in a Thousand. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, March 2, 


About five months ago the daily press pub- 
lished a short item regarding a teamster 
named John Collery, who attempted to drive 
his team through a barn door, andinso do- 
ing had his head forced down on his breast 
until his neck was broken. Police Surgeon 
Stambaugh made an examination of the in- 
jured man and found that the seventh cervi- 
cal vertebra was fractured, and that the spin- 
al cord had been stretched nearly two inches, 
So serious was the injury that the reporters,. 
after chronicling the incident under the head 
of fatal accidents, paid nofurther attention to 
the matter, and failed to inquire after Col- 
lery’s condition, considering him dead and 
buried. A Chronicle reporter was therefore 
exceeding'y surprised yesterday afternoon to 
meet the supposed corpse near the city pri- 
son looking remarkably well for a man with a 
broken neck. Ina conversation which en- 
sued Mr. Collery stated that he was almost 
as well as before the accident,a slight stiff- 
ness in his right side constituting his entire 
“unhealthiness.”? After his removal to his 
home Collery states that he was laid flat on 
his back with a sort of fence about his neck 
and head which kept himimmovable for over 
two months. Both the body ofthe vertebrae 
and the arching lamin were discovered to be 
broken, and the operation of joining them to- 
gether without pinching the spinal cord 
where it had sagged between the ragged 
edges is described as one of the most difficult 
ever performed. Fora month the patieat 
lay on his back, completely paralyzed in one- 
half of his body and with but little feel- 
ing inthe other. If he movedinthe slight- 
est degree during the first fortnight he could 
plainly feel the jagged edges of the bone grate 
together and for hours afver such an attempt 
he was content to lie on his hard bed without 
attempting to move a muscle for fear that 
the spinal cord should be crushed and his 
existence ended in atwinkling. The straight- 
est position attainable was required, and to 
thisend Dr. Stambaugh was compelled to 
refuse him a mattress, forcing him to lie ona 
wide plank. Collery says that before his 
eight weeks of enforced quietness were ended 
he thought that board was made of adamant. 
The most dangerous time he experienced, he 
Says, Was one day when an attendant told 
him that a man whose neck could stand 
breaking as his had was not born to be 
hanged. His desire to laugh was irresistible, 
and the shaking up his merriment gave him 
caused his fastenings to burst and the frac- 
ture came neariy being ruptured afresh. 
During the first five weeks he did not move 
over a foot from his first posture. The para- 
lysis has now almost entirely disappeared 
and Dr. Stambaugh yesterday promised 
him that he would be able to go to work 
within six months. The average fatality in 
cases of clearly defined fracture of the spine 
is estimated at 999 in 1,000.

**Gath’s’’ Letter to Cincinnati Enquirer. 


The Methodist Conferences throughout the 
country are showing a good deal of agitation 
and resentment at the corner in Presiding 
Kiderships which is said to be maintained by 
certain of the brethren in collusion with some 
ofthe Bishops.

Booth’s Failure. 

New York Letter in Washington Evening Star. 

There is every probability of a big sensa- 
tion shortly concerning Booth’s Theater. How 
Edwin Booth sunk his fortune in the vast 
building is well known. Ht is a magnificent 
structure, and was opened under the most 
favorable conditions, but 1t went from bad to 
worse, until the tragedian was driven out, 
ruined in purse and broken in health, while 
the house went through season after season 
of vicissitudes, until it was sold iast fall to the 
Oakes Ames estate. It will be rebuilt at the 
end of the season and turned into a dry goods 
store. The sensation I speak of is fore- 
Shadowed in hints and ambiguous threats 
from prominent theatrical mén to expose 
Whatis said to have beet ali outrageous 
wrong to Mr. Booth. It first became publicly 
agitated by a statement in the Herald that 
**Edwin Booth sank not only his own fortune, 
but those of his friends in the enterprise.’ 
There was a protest from the friends of Mr. 
Booth, and on Sunday the Tribune said: 
‘This statement in the Herald is absolutely 
faise; furthermore it is slanderous. The 
‘friend’ who joined Edwin Booth in building 
the theater received an interest in the real 
estate for no consideration at all, and he was 
subsequently bought out by Mr. Booth with 
a Very large sum of money which came from 
Mr. Booth’s own pocket. The only fortune 
that Ed vin Booth ever sank in Booth’s Thea- 
ter was his own. Should the story of Booth’s 
Theater be ever fuily told there are several 
persons extant who will be very sorry.’’ 

All of the dramatic papers took it up, and 
it looks very much as if it would all come out 
now.

A Famous Lawyer. 
From a New York Letter. 


The Atlantic cable brought news the other 
day of the death of a manwho made some 
stirin New York nearly twenty years ago— 
EdwinJames. It was in 1863 thac he arrived 
bere from Paris, where he had made a tempo- 
home after being obliged to leave London to 
escape the bailiff. A few vears before he had 
been a leading light of tne English bar, but 
some crooked operations on the turf and 
others of the same character among his 
friends made Engiand father warm for bim, 
and he suddenly crossed the channel for more 
comfortable quarters. Coming to New York 
soon after he undertook a fresh start in the 
law, but found some difficulties in the way. 
The full history of bis transactions in Eog- 
land had preceded him, and when he applied 


for permission to practice in the 
Supreme Court some of the old 
lawyers objected. Daniel Lord led the 


opposition, and James A. Brady took up the 
casejof James. A hot fight followed, which 
was ended by the Supreme Court’s granting 
the application. But James never made 
much headway in New York. The expose of 
his doings in England was against him, and 
still more against him was the fact that some 
of his conduct here was of the same kind. The 
men who took up his cause at first soon found 
that they could not depend on him, and one 
of the first to fall off in friendship was his 
earliest champion, Mr. Brady. He became 
involved in marital troubles as well as money 
troubles, and his name got into the papers in 
ways which did not aid to his credit. When 
he left New York at the end of ten years to 
return to Eugland, he owed a good deal of 
money in odd sums here and there, and it is 
owing still. His later life in London was one 
of obscurity and largely of poverty, and it ap- 
pears that for some time before his death his 
condition was little better than that of a pau-

Clever Four-Legged Smugglers. 
From the London Globe, 


Travelers passing the station of Chiasso are 
accustomed to see alighting from the train on 
to the platform, about the middle of the day, 
an assemblage of good-sized dogs, numbering 
from ten totwenty. They are duly met at 
the station by expectant friends, who, how- 
ever, have neither the appearance of game- 
keepers nor trainers, and still less of landed 
proprietors who might be supposed to use the 
pack in the chase, The owners are, indeed, 
of a totally different class, and belong to the 
not very honorable profession of smugglers. 
The officials of the line pretty well know what 
the dogs are used for, but have not yet, as 
it appears, taken active measures of hostility 
against them, possibly because they have 
a tacit admiration for the ingenuity 
with which the men have trained their 
animals. According to the report of a 
Swiss correspondent, the dogs, on arriving 
at Chiasso are taken to a certain house,where 
at the fall of night they are laden with a car- 
go of contraband goods.

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THE STORY OF A MURDER. 


George Washington Sears Tells Row 
He Killed Sarah Freeman, 


And Pleads Guilty To-day in the Crim- 
inal Court to Murder in the 
Secend Degree. 


Cell No. 146 of the Oity Jail contains the jhap- 
viest inmate of Murderers’ Row to-day. It is 
George Washington Sears, who was allowed to 
plead guilty to murder inthe second degree 
in the Oriminal court. On a quiet Sunday 
afternooon, Sunday, August 21, 1881, Sears 
went to Saran Freeman’s house, No. 3018 
Small street, where a few minutes later he cut 
her throat from ear to ear, causing death in- 
stantly. He was arrested and com- 
mitted to a cell in Marderers’ 
Row, where a reporter met him this morn- 
ing. ‘‘l am going, to plead guilty’’ said 
Sears. ‘‘I have a good case,but the condition 
of things in this city and the jail made me de- 
cide not to go to trial, but accept a sentence to 
the penitentiary. Then there was a woman 
in my case, and that made it somuch worse.’’ 
Sears is a smooth-spoken, leather-colored 


negro twenty-six years of age and a favorite 
among the jatl prisoners. Messrs.M lL. 
Wieder and R. W. Goode were appointed his 
attorneys and had made extensive prepara- 
tions for the defense, but their client feared 
gOing to trial, ann theyiaccordingly made ar- 
rangements to enter a plea to second degree. 
During his imprisonment Sears has written 
sever ‘things among others, a state- 
ment of bis case covering nine- 
teen pages of manifold paper. 
\ ew condensed by himself, the followin 
is the history of the man andthe murder: ‘‘ 
was born and raised near Bowling Gieen, Ky.. 
and stayed there until three years ago, when I 
left with an engineer corps. I came to St. 
Louis and boarded with Mrs. Nannie Ellis at 
3016 Small street,-from July, 1880, until she left 
there. Sallie Freeman lived next door, and at 
her request I went to board with her at 30i8 
Small street. I then worked at Liggett & My- 
ers’ tobacco factory as night watchman. While 
1 was boarding with ber I made a proposal to 
her. Going to church together. etc., 

WE FELL IN LOVE, 
andthen, of course, went further. Tne chil- 
dren, a girl 7 yearsand a boy 4, did not call 
me father, though they thought I was married 
to their mother. 1 paid the bills every 
week and we agreed as soon as 
we could save money enough we 
would get married. But she deceived me. 
When I was away at night she had other men 
to visit her, and I discovered this, and in the 
first week of August, 1881, I left the house and 
went io board on Leonard street. She had lett 
her husband five years ago in Marshfield, Mo., 
as he objected to her conduct, Nar’ iss Matiida 
was one of Onur friends; she used to visit us fre 
quentiv. I wasin the middle room one morn- 
ing and Sallie and Matilda were in the kitchen. 
They were talking of what a good time they 
had had thatnight. Sallie told her not to te}l 
me what happened in that house at night. We 
talked this over and settied it, but about the 
middle of July, 1881, I found out that the same 
thing had happened. About August 8 I rented 
a room for myself and left Sallie, and told the 
landlady I would not be _ responsible 
for the § rent. Sallie came to the 
house when I was moving and asked for 
money, and I gave her some. On Saturday, 
August 20, 1881, she left word for me to come 
over to her house Sunday afternoon. All my 
clothes, shaving tools and everything were 
there. I said I wanted my things when I went 
overthere. Shesuaid, ‘You fool, you’ll not 
get them; you’d better leave here,too.’ I 
said | wanted the carpet of the sleeping-room 
for the room where I was boarding. She said, 
‘If you don’t leave here I'll kill you.’ Matilda 
was there and she said, ‘You get out of here.’ 
Sallie said to her, ‘uo and get a policeman 
and have him taken away,’ and Matilda went 
outto getone. Sallie said to me, ‘Nigger, if 
you don’t leave I’li kill you with this chair.’ 
She started for me with the chair and I took it 
away from her. She kept calling me names. 
I went to the washstand to get my day- 
book, and I heard her say, ‘I will cut 


her hands and wade at me. iL caught her by 
= wrist—and how J could not tell to save my 
life— 

I GOT THE RAZOR FROM HER AND CUT HER, @ 
but it was done so quick that 1 hardly know 
how, but as soon asl saw she wascut, I saw 
she was cut bad andI went to the door and 
threw the razor across the street and wen: 
back and got my day book and then went 
eastwaids on Small street, and met Matilda 
and the Sergeant, who arrested me. I went 
back to the house and was then locked up at 
the station. Nextday I was taken to Four 
Courts, and here I ain the prisoner.’’ 

The lengtby statement as written by Sears 
himself is backed as _§ follows: ‘*George 
W. Sears, City Jail, cell No. 146 St. Louis 
Mo., December 9%, 1881.—l1 wili serve the 
Lord until Idie.’’ While showing this and 
the grocery books to the reporters Sears said: 
**Now before God I nave told the wholetruth in 
this matter. I want to say that I thank the 
jailer and the guards and deputy sheriffs who 
have treated me so kindly and Mr. Robert W. 
Gooie and M. L. Wieder, the attorneys who 
have taken such a great interestin my case.’’ 

When the Criminal Court met Sears was ar- 
raigned betore the bar. 

‘*Do you desire to withdraw your plea of not 
guity to a charge of murder in the first degree 
andenter aplea of guilty to murder in the 
second decree?’’ asked Judge Laughlin. 

‘*Yes, your Hooor,’’ answered the prisoner, 
who was attended by his attorney, Mr. Wieder. 

‘‘Have you been offered any inducement to 
enter this plea?’’ 

‘*No, your Honor.’’ 

‘*Whatis the recommendation, Mr. Oircuit 
Attorney?’’ 

‘*A life sentence,’’ answered Mr. MacDonala. 

Judge Laughlin then sentenced the prisoner 
as follows: 

‘*‘Thd judgment ofthelaw is that you be 
sentenced to imprisonment in the sy 
for the remainder of your natural life .’’ 

Sears was taken back to jail to await nis de- 
parture for the penitentiary.

Jay Gould’s Army of Toilers on His 
Southwestern System. 


How Economy is Enforced at the 
Cost of the Workmen.

Discontent on the Iron Mountain Road— 


A Millionaire and the Misery 
He May Cause. 


Jay Gould is expected to visit this city in a 
day or two to look after the vast enterprises 
which he controls here. That he will have 
plenty todo during his stay will bejreadily 
seen. Amongthe many things which might 
justly engage his attention is the condition of 
his employes in this neighborhood. 

To the thousands ofrailroad employes and 


others who manage to live by the suffrance of 
the Gould corporations, the great magnate’s 
control has not been a boon. Hard as was 
their lot previously, the lines have been deep- 
ened ana the drudgery rendered more dismal, 
since the changes and consolidations of the 
managements. The story of the Wabash em- 
ployes was told on Saturday. 
It has been shown how hundreds of them, 


to the other side. 
People who hailed Christmas and New Year’s 
as es when good cheer, well-filled stock- 
~ and turkey and cranberry-sauce abound- 
ed, never understood that hundreds of brake. 
men, switchmen, yardmen, track repairers 
and others who toil ten hours a day,for. in 
most cases, less than $8 a week, were vainly 
waiting for that pay sumanda had to ban- 
quet during the bolidayson bacon and puta 
toes, provided the grocery man, whose Dill 
was already ast due, would extend the credit. 
The men, ht or wrong, 
ARE DISSATISFIED WITH GOULD’S MANAGEMENT, 
and blame him fortheir trouble. Among the 
oyes of the Gould enterprises in this 
neighborhood, it is not alone the em. 
loyes Wabash Railroad wno 
ave cause for complaint. Onthe Missouri 
Pacific and Iron Mountain roads, and inthe 
Western Union offices are men who ascribe 
their evil days to him,and some of them would 
go 80 far as to rejoice at his downfall. 

On the Missouri Pacific the cause is not de. 
layed wages. The local management has 
thus far seen the money paid promptly. Capt. 
R. 8. Hayes has always insisted on this since 
he came here to take charge 
several months ago, and thus far his 
wish in the matter has been respected. He 
has been more lucky in this respect than Mr. 
J. C. Gault, of the Wabash, who, rumor says, 
has always advocated thatthe wages should 
be paid a temygag but who has been overruled 
inthe matter. The complaint on the Missouri 
Pacific is thatin many cases wages have been 
cut down far below living rates. 

‘*The Missourt Pacific,’’ said a prominent 
railroad man tothereporter this morning, 
**has cut down where it can least afford to do 
so. It has reduced the working forceon the 
tracks where men were needed, and the result 
is that repairs are not going onin the places 
where they should. The section gangs, 
who have charge of about eight 
miles of road on an average, 
have been reduced from twelve to, in many 
cases, cight, and in some to a much less 
numoer. The wages paid before wannaty lst 
were as high as $1 75 in some instances. Since 
that time 

THESE FIGURES ARE ALL CHANGED. 
The best money now paid for this ciass of 
work is $1 25 a day, and in some instances it is 


reported that men are working as 
ow as $1 10. The whole force 
has been cut down about one seventh. 


The managers admit that it has been reduced 
one-tenth, bat the workers thernselves laugh 
atthisand show clearly that the figures are 
much larger. The laboring force employed 
by the Missouri Pacitic is close to 8,000 men, so 
that the number discharged altegether is 
probably near 2,000 men. 

Of course, an employer has a right to dis- 
charge those whom he may hire at any time, 
providing he does not violate the terms of his 
contract; but the hardships caused are very 


great. Numbers of men who have worked 
at this business for several years, 
who are unfit for anything else, 


were thrown out of employment at a time 
when they could secure noother work, and 
the hardship has been such as to reduce num.- 
bers of them to starvation. Not more than 
three weeks ago a similar trouble occurred 
among laborers working under Contractor 
Fruin, on the Missouri Pacific track, between 
Pacific and St. Louis. 

The men were working On a spectal contract 
and were, therefore, better paid than this 
class of labor usually is, getting, in some 
cases, a8 much as $175 perday. Some weeks 
ago several of them were discharged. The 
rule was that they be paid 
only once in every two weeks. 
Another rule was thut in payment they get 
from the bosses checks marked ‘‘not trans- 
ferable,’’ the object being, it was stated, to 
protect them from sharpers, who would buy 
up these checks at hall price. 

THREE WEEKS AGO 
the men were discharged, 
shortly after a pay day, they got 
their checks, marked ‘*not transfer- 
able’’ from the section boss, and were sent 
about their business. They immediately came 
into Mr. Fruin’s office and demanded pay-

How the tax- 
payers would glorify him and how promptly 
we would embalm his name in bistorv along- 
side that of the heroic ARNOLD WINKELREID! 


THE ARCTIC SEARCH. 

Nearly three weeks have elapsed since En- 
gineer MELVILLE and his party left Irkutz, 
in obedience to orders from the Naval De- 
partment, to explore as thorougbly as possi- 
ble the barren waste which stretches between 
that point and the mouth of the Lena River. 
They will be followed by Lieut. HARBER and 
Master SCHEUTZE, now ontheir way from 
St. Petersburg, and the fate of DE LONG 
and his companions ought to be known to us 
by the end of the present month, and per- 
haps even sooner.. The distance to be tra- 
versed in direct line by the explorers cannot 
be more than one hundred and fifty miles, or, 
allowing for the necessary indirect lines of 
search, two hundred and fifty; so that, bar- 
ring accidents, the time indicated may 
be considered suflicient—though, of 
course, anything like exact éalculation 
is impossible when the scene of action 1s so 
far removed and iis peculiarities so little 
understood. Fromthe best obtainable in- 
formation this region bears strong resem- 
blance to what is called here ‘‘a wet prairie,’’ 
only it is far less fertile than the worst of our 
land of similar character. During the short 
summer it produces a poor species of grass, 
and in the long wintends covered several feet 
deep with snow and ice. Gameis not abun- 
dant at any season, and when the reign of 
frost sets in practically disappears altogether. 
Permanent inhabitants there are none, and 
travelers are few and far between. In 
short, itis a sort of Arctic Sahara, unfit for 
man or beast. When DE LONG was last 
heard from—almost three months ago—he 
was near the mouth of the Lena and intend- 
ed to make his way across this desert to the 
nearest Russian settlement. One of his men 


had just died, and the rest, himself 
included, were worn down by the ter- 
rible hardships of the journey from 
their abandoned ship, and suffering severely 


from lack of food. ‘The fact that nothing 
has been heard from them since is almos' 
conclusive proof that they have all perished 
from sickness or starvation. It is possible 
that MELVILLE may find some survivors, but 
there is no probability of such good fortune. 
The utmost we can: reasonably hope for is 
that the record of their work and trials may 
be secured and their bones given decent 
sepulture by those who shared their peril 
and escaped their doom. 

Only thirteen out of the thirty-three on 
board the Jeannette are known to be living, 
and the remainder may be regarded as dead 
The question naturally arises, what bave 
these precious lives purchased? Nothing 
whatever of any appreciable value. If DxE- 
LONG’S official records are found, they will, 
doubtless, contain some interesting scientific 
information of various kinds and some 
geographical discoveries of more or less im- 
portance; but nothing which the world could 
not bave easilv done witnout, nothing worth a 
tentb of the price paid forit. If that price 
were in dollars and cents only, it would bs 
high enough; but twenty buman lives must be 
added, and the sum total makes the scientific 
and geographical results look very contempt- 
ible. It is time the Arctic exploration business 
ceased. Everything accomplished by it in the 
last hundred years is of small consequence— 
vastly less consequence than the suffering and 
death it has involved. If there were any 
really substantial benefit, present or prospec- 
tive, to be derived from ascertaining just how 
much land and how much water the Polar 
regions contain, and how the land and 
water are divided and arranged, then 
such fatal expeditions as those of FRANKLIN 
and DE LONG might be accepted with 
some degree of resignation. But when there 
isnosuch benefit, when it actually does not 
make an atom of difference to us or our pos- 
terity whether the land or the water predom- 
inates, or how they are distributed, then these 
expeditions are hardly less than criminal and 
should be discouraged rather than encour- 
aged by every civilized government. The 
world can find much better use for its men 
and money than employing them in Quixotic 
enterprises, the only redeeming feature of 
which is the bravery and skill they demand, 
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ONE Mr. YANG Loo, an importation from 
the flowery banks of the Hoang-Ho, met with 
a little experience at Dodge City, Kansas, 
yesterday, which taught him more in a min- 
ute about the laws of momentum andi inertia, 
the balistic curve and the impenetrability of 
matter than he could have learned in an or- 
dinary lifetime. The train uvon which he was 
riding was sailing along at the rate of fifty 
miies an hour, when a gust of wind carried 
away his hat. Bringiug his mind to bear, not 


nature, but upon the fifty cents he nad paid 
for the tile, Mr. YANG LOO promptly leaped 
after the lost head-piece. An expression of 
alarm is said to have sicklied his countenance 
over with the pale cast of apprehen- 
sion as he observed that he was fly- 
ing straight. for a barbed-wire fence 
which had not seemed to be within reach 
when he departed on his aerial voyage. He 
landed against the fence, of which he took 
an accuratejstereotype along his person, and 
then caromed on a telegraph pole, from which 
he went ricochetting over about three acres 
of ploughed ground, It is said to have been 
the most comprehensive fallon record. One 
of his legs was broken, and his head is still 
going round like a contribution-box—but he 
recovered the hat. 


TO-NIGHT the question of the removal of 
the Lucas Market will come up in the House 
of Delegates. A strong opposition comes 
from the market-gardeners and the few 
people who do business in the antique sheds 
which now stand as an impediment to the 
growth ofthe city. The property-holders in 
and around the market are neariy all in ac- 
cord, and they are willing to be assessed for 
the benefits that will accrue to them by the 
removal of the nuisance. Itis claimed that 
ofthe committee reporting adversely to the 
removal ordinance four are butchers or 
stock-dealers or are directly interested in sup- 
plying the men who do business in the old 
market-house. If this be true, these gentle- 
men are actuated by private interests. Their 
opposition is dictated by personal feeling 
rather than a sense of public duty; and this 
is not the spirit that should direct our legis- 
lation. Ifthe old Lucas Market-house were 
removed and Twelfth street cut through to 
Cass avenue, we would have one of the finest 
thoroughfares in the city. In less than five 
years it would be fringed with handsome 
stores and business buildings instead of the 
rookeries and stables and coal-sheds which 
now disfigure it.

Ir seems a little strange, after all, that 
the American Republic should adopt the ex- 
clusive policy which China established and 
maintained for six thousand years. The 
Chinese Government never recognized the 
right of a foreigner to set his foot on Celestial 
soil until after the guns of the English and 
French and the Yankees had proclaimed the 
gospel of free intercourse. We had to pound 
the doctrine into the Mongolians that the 
world was every man’s home. We insisted 
on invading their territory, and now that 
they have reciprocated by visiting ours we 
raise the bars and fall back on the pre-his- 
toric Chinese policv. Still the law of self- 
preservation is the most sacred of all the stat- 
utes known to mankind. It was in the in- 
terest of civilization and commerce that we 
broke down the Chinese wall, anditis in 
the interest of civilization and humanity that 
we erect barriers against the Mongolian 
hordes along the Pacific Coast. Consistency 
is one thing and necessity 1s another. How- 
ever, these things have a queer look. 


Ir the property-hoiders along Olive street 
from Twelfth to Grand avenue can be per- 
mitted to have their own way, that fine 
thoroughfare will be paved with granite 
blocks before another year. [Petitions to 
thatend are being signed with remarkable 
unanimity. It is expected, however, that 
there will be considerable opposition to the 
enterprise in the Municipal Assembly. The 
Macadam Ring is very much opposed to 
granite paving. The nuisance-makers get so 
much money out of the city treasury every 
year for putting down rotten limestone on the 
streets and carting it off after it has been 
converted to mud. Olive street is worth 
about $10,000 a year to the Ring. If itis 
beautifully paved with granite there will be 
one street less for the limestone fiends. Very 
naturally they are opposed to all form of 
improvement which will change our corrupt 
and worthiess method of street construction, 
[It won’t do to ignore the influence of this 
Macadam Ring,for it has grown powerful and 
its influence is very potent in and around the 
city buildings. 


Jay GOULD has grown restive under the 
reports that he is more or less in strait- 
ened circumstances. Last Saturday he called 
a committee, consisting of CyrRUS FIELD, 
RUSSELL SAGE and FRANK WORK, into his 
oftice and showed them unindorsed certificates 
of stock to the amount of $53,000,000. The 
gentlemen were astounded and at once gave 
him a clean financial billof health. This 
looks very much as though Mr. GOULD felt 
the necesity of bolstering up his credit. 
Heretofore he has made ita point to attend 
to his own business and let others get along 
as best they could. If Mr. GOULD is as well 
“heeled” as he claims to be he should 
hypothecate some of his stocks and pay off 
his Wabash employes.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


How it is Practiced in South Aus- 
tralia. 


_ — 
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Interesting Interview With Hon. Philip 
Sante, Member of Parliament. 


Hon. Philip Saute, member of Parliament, 
South Australia, is registered at the Lindell. 
He is short of stature, beavy-set, and with the 
conventional Erglish side-whiskers and a 
broad, pleasant face that beams all over with 
good nature. This morning he received a 
reporter of the PostT-DIspaTCH and consented 


to be interviewed. In response to a question 
Mr. Sante said: 

‘‘I am returning to Australia from a visit to 
my friends and reiatives in England, and am 
passing through your country to obtain a per- 
sonal insight into your system of government, 
yourclimate and your productions.’’ 

‘*‘What is the condition of the Australian 
Government?’’ 

‘*You must remember that Australia has five 
gOverements, namely: Western and Southern 
Australia, Victoria, New South Wales 
and Queensiand. The majority of Americans 
—like the English—don’t seem to comprehend 
that we have in square miles nearly as much 
territory as the United States. The Governor 
of South Australia, at present Sir William 
Jarvis, is appointed by the Queen, but both 
our Houses of Parliament are elected directly 


from the people, and beyond 
the gubernatorial appointment, lEng- 
land exercises no direction what- 


ever in our affairs. The Government is 
elected from the body of our Parliament, and 
is, therefore, directly from the people.’’ 

‘*What dves your country produce?’’

Board, he is entered upon the list as a cadet, 
and his number officiaily entered. AS Vacan.- 
cies occur in the departments, the cadets are 
assigned in turn according to precedence of 
number, and noamount ot political influence 
can prevent an officer from attaining the high- 
est position in the government service provided 
his character remains correct. This builds up 
a class of business men who are trained to the 
public service and have every incentive to be 
honest, faithful and efficient. The heads 
of departments are elected »by Parliament 
and have no appointments inthe regular ser 
vice. If they appoint toa large office some 
friend for political purposes Purliament im.- 
mediately disapproves and the ehief officer 
mustresign. This must result in political 
death. That gives the people through Par 
liament a direct hold upon all governmental 
affairs. In this country the newspapers seem 
to be the only controlling influence, butl 
must confess they are remarkably free and 
outspoken.’’

THE WAGNER CAR GOMPANY. 


Talk with ,Col, A. W. Soper, the Genera 
Manager. 


A POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning met 
Col. A. W. Soper, for many years General 
Superintendent of the St. Louis, Iron Mount- 
ain and Southern Railway, and at present 
Generai Manager of the Wagner Sleeping Car 
Company, with headquarters in New York 
city, Mr. Soper reached thecity yesterday 
morning, andis stopping at his old home on 
Chestnut street, where his family continue to 
reside. Mr. Soper expressed himself as deing 


delighted at the opportunity his brief visit af- 
fords him of renewing acquaintance with his 
old friends here. 

Concerning the Wagner-Pullman litigation, 
Col. Sover stated to the reporter that no com- 
promise of the differences between the two 
great companies has been proposed, or is in 
contemplation, and that the reports to that 
effect are without foundation. Matters remain © 
in statu quo, awaiting final decision by the 
courts. Asked astothe reasons which iwpel- 
led the withdrawal of the Wagner cars from 
the Southwestern roads, Col. Soper said that 
that action wastaken on account of the de- 
cision of the Texas courts, which permitted 
the Wagner Company to run their cars -over 
the railroads operating in that State in con 
junction with the Pullman Company, but de- 
nied the Wagner Company exclusive right to 
run on those roads. 

The division of the Texas business between 
the two great companies was not sufficiently 
profitable to warrant the Wagner companies 
in continuing their operations in Texas, and 
for this sole reason the Board of Directors 
resolved to vacate the fleld atleast until the 
respective rights of the litigant companies 
tothe Southwestern franchise shall be defi- 
nitely settled by the Federal courts. The St. 
Louis case was argued before Justices Miller, 
McCrary and Treatinthe early part of Febru- 
ary, and the New Orleans case was heard by 
Judge Pardee, of the United States Circuit 
Court, at New Orleans week before 
last. Judge Pardee left for Pensacola, 
Florida, the day after the conclusion of argu- 
ments of counsel, and no decisionis expected 
trom him until his return to New vUVrieans, 
which will be deferred for several weeks yet. 
The decree in the St. Louis case is daily ex- 
pected to be handed tromthe bench, and in 
the meantime snatters remain in the shape 
which they assumed upon the withdrawal of 
the Wagner cars from the Southwestern roads. 

Referring to the death of Hon. Webster Wag- 
ner, the founderand President of the Com.- 
pany which has for so long been known by his 


name, Mr. Soper spoke; very feelingly. 
The present ; President of e 
compaay is Hon. Augustus Schell, whose 


name is familiar all over the country. Mr. 
Soper stated that the Wagner Company has 
now in operation two hundred and forty 
cars, most of which are usedin the North and 
Bast. The affairs of 7 aad are in the 
most sperous con n. 

ur. Boper will remain in the city a few days 


longer.

LAID OUT AGAIN. 


Court of Appeals. 


The Court Saves a Muarderer’s Neck 
With Regret, on Account 02 
**Egregious Errors’? of 
Judge Laughlin. 


The Court of Appeals to-day reversed and 
remanded for new trial the criminal case of 
Charles Rose, who was indicted, tried and 
convicted of murder in the first degree, and 
was sentenced for execution. Rose, it was 
charged, had killed George Ingram 
in a low saloon brawl at 1023 
North Seventh street. The place was fre- 
quented by colored steamboatmen, and some 
of the rooms in the rear were occupied by dis- 
reputable women. The murdered man got 
into an altercation in the ante-room with Rose 


and two other colored men, Williams 
and Emerson. Williams had seized 
hold of a white woman, named 


Lizzie Denny, who was cohabiting with the 
murdered man. Some words were passed and 
the deceased took the saloonkeeper’s pistol 
and shot Emerson intheeye. In the ante- 


room there was a general scrimmage. The 
murdered man _ shot Rose in the 
hand, and he in turn was 


stabbed either by Williams or by Rose or 
by both. Twodays later he died. The error 
complained of was that the court erroneously 
instructed the jury as to the element of delib- 
eration, the absence of which would reduce a 
homicide possessin the other  in- 
gredients of murder to murder in 
the second degree. It was also complained 
that the court erred in refusing to instruct the 
jury as tothe necessary self-defense. The in- 
struction given was as follows: ‘‘By the term 


‘deliberately’ is meant in a cool 
state of the blood. A heated 
state of the blood is denominated 


by the law passion only when it arises or is 
produced by some reasonable provocation. If 
it be not thus provoked the law does not ex- 
cuse forit. But ahomicide committed whilst 
one is under the immediate influence of a pas- 
sion thus provoked cannot be murder in the 
first degree. Whether passion existed in this 
case, therefore, depends upon whether there 
was reasonable cause for it, and this is a mat- 
ter which you must determine from the evi- 
dence.’’ 

THE COURT OF APPEALS, 
Judge Thompson, says, ‘‘This instruction is 
in conflict with what the Supreme UCourt 
held in the case of Kotovsky & Ellis, and for 
this error the judgment must be reversed. It 
is just to say that thls case was tried before 
the Supreme Court decision and but 
for that decision we should not have 
held Judge Laughlin’s definition of the term 
erroneous. Our Own view of the question has 
been expressed, but as it was overruled by the” 
Supreme Court it is our duty faithfully to 
apply the law as ] aown 
by thattribunal. Notwithstanding the error 
in the Kotovsky and Ellis cases the Supreme. 
Court affirmed the judgments and the prisoners 
were executed, butit was upon the ground 
that the facts in those cases did not call for 
any specific instructions on murder in the 
second degree. This case is entirely different, 
andit was clearly necessary to instruct in 
the second degree. We also think that the 
jury should have been instructed as to the 
law on homicide in necessary selt-defense. 
was said that the Judge refused the instruc- 
tion because Rose, as a witness, denied that 
he struck the fatal blow and charged. 
itupon his companion Williams. We think 
that anignorant man put upon trial! for his 
life should not have rights concluded b 
statements which he may make upon the 
stand. A man may be hanged for murder, bat 
he ought not to be hanged for perjury. We 
regret to be compelled to re- 
verse the judgment, for we 
cannot avoid feeling that upon the whole evi- 
dence the right result was reached. Under 
our law the ultimate decision rests with the 
jury in such a case, and our duty is limited to 
seeing that the case was put to thejjury upon 
proper statements and cerrect application. 
All the judges concur in the reversal.’’

Overflowed Lands. 


Mr. John Cain, a St. Louis stock-dealer, has 
just returned trom the flooded districts, and 
the account he gives of the suffering of the 
people inthat region iscertainly appalling. 
Arkansas City, he says,is completely inun- 
dated, the water at present standing five feet 
four inches in the stores on the 
main street. All of the wealthier

THE STORY OF A MURDER. 


George Washington Sears Tells How 
He Killed Sarah Freeman, 


And Pleads Quilty To-day in the Crim- 
inal Ceurt to Murder in the 
Second Degree. 


Cell No. 146 of the Oity Jail contains the jhap- 
Diest inmate of Murderers’ Row to-day. It is 
George Washington Sears, who was allowed to 
plead guilty to murder inthe second degree 
in the Criminal court. On a quiet Sunday 
afternooon, Sunday, August 21, 1881, Sears 
went to Saran Freeman’s house, No. 3018 
Small street, where a few minutes later he cut 
her throat from ear to ear, causing death in- 
stantly. He was arrested and com- 
mitted to Kw cell in Murderers’ 
Row, where a reporter met him this morn- 
ing. ‘‘l am going, to plead guilty’’ said 
Sears. ‘‘I have a good case,but the condition 
of things inthis city and the jail made me de- 
cide not to go to trial, but accept a sentence to 
the penitentiary. Then there was a woman 
in my case, and that made it so much worse.’’ 
Sears is a smooth-spoken, leather-colored 


negro twenty-six years of age and a favorite 
among the jail prisoners. Messrs.M L. 
Wieder and R. W. Goode were appointed his 
attorneys and had made extensive prepara- 
tions for the defense, but their client feared 
going to trial, ann they!accordingly made ar- 
rangements to enter a pleato second degree. 
During his imprisonment Sears has written 
several things among others, a state- 
ment of his case covering nine- 
teen pages of manifold paper. 
\ yey A condensed by himself, the following 
is the history of the man andthe murder: ‘‘I 
was born and raised near Bowling Green, Ky., 
and stayed there until three years ago, when I 
left with an engineer corps. I came to St. 
Louis and boarded with Mrs. Nannie Ellis at 
5016 Small street,-from July, 1880, until she left 
there. Sallie Freeman lived next door, and at 
her request I went to board with her at 30:8 
Small street. Ithen worked at Liggett & My- 
ers’ tobacco factory as night watchman. While 
I was boarding with her I made a proposal to 
her. Going to church together. etc., 
WE FELL IN LOVE, 

andthen, of course, went further. Tne chil- 
dren, a girl 7 yearsand a boy 4, did not call 
me father, though they thought I was married 


to their mother. 1 paid the bills every 
week and we agreed as soon as 
we could save money enough we 


would get married. But she deceived éme. 
When I was away at night she had other men 
to visit ber, and I discovered this, and in the 
first week of August, 1881, I left the house and 
went io voard on Leonard street. She had lett 
her busband five years ago in Marshfield, Mo., 
as he objected to her conduct, Narciss Matiida 
was one of onr friends; she used to visit us fre 

quentiv. I wasin the middle room one morn- 
inv and Sallie aud Matilda were in the kitchen. 
They were talking of whata good time they 
had had thatnight. Sallie told her not to tell 
me what happened in that house at night. We 
talked this over and settied it, but about the 
middle of July, 1881, Il found out that the same 
thing had happened. About August 8I rented 
a room for myself and left Sallie, and told the 


landlady I would not be responsible 
for the rent. Sallie came to the 
house when 1 was moving and asked for 


money, and I gave ber some. On Saturday, 
August 20, 1881, she left word for me to come 
over to her house Sunday afternoon. Ali my 
clothes, shaving tools and everything were 
there. I said 1 wanted my things when I went 
overthere. Shesaid, ‘You foul, you’ll not 
get them; you’d better leave here, too.’ I 
said | wanted the carpet of the sleeping-room 
for the room where I was boarding. She said, 
‘If you don’t leave here I'll kill you.’ Matilda 
was there and she said, ‘You get out ot here.’ 
Sallie said to her, ‘«woand get a policeman 
and have him taken away,’ and Matilda went 
outto getone. Sallie said to me, ‘Nigger, if 
you don’t leave I'll kill you with this chair.’ 
She started for me with the chair and I took it 
away from her. She kept calling me names. 
{i went to the washstand to get my day- 
book, and I heard her say, ‘I will cut 
your —— out with this razor,’’ she had it in 
her hands and wade at me. 1 caught ber by 
the wrist—and how I could not tell to save my 
life— . 

I GOT THE RAZOR FROM HER AND CUT HER, ® 
but it was done so quick that 1 hardly know 
how, but as soon asI saw she wascut, I saw 
she was cut bad andI went to the door and 
threw the razor across the street and wen: 
back and got my day book and then wenc 
eastwards on Small street, and met Matilda 
and the Sergeant, whoarrested me. I went 
buck to the house and wasthen locked up at 
the station. Nextday I was taken to Four 
Courts, and here I ain the prisoner.’’ 

The lengthy statement as written by Sears 


himself is backed as _§ follows: ‘* George 
W. Sears, City Jail, cell No. 146 St. Louis 
Mo., December %, 18s81.—I1 wili serve the 


Lord until I die.’’ While showing this and 
the grocery books to the reporters Sears said: 
**Now before God I nave told the whole truth in 
this matter. I wantto say that I thank the 
jailer andthe guards and deputy sheriffs who 
have treated me so kindly and Mr. Robert W. 
Gooieand M. L. Wieder, the attorneys who 
have taken such a great interestin my case.’’ 

When the Criminal Court met Sears was ar- 
raigned betore the Dar. 

‘*Do you desire to withdraw your plea of not 
guity to a charge of murder in the first degree 
andenter aplea of guilty to murderin tbe 
| second degree?’’ asked Judge Laughlin. 

‘*Yes, your Hooaor,’’ answered the prisoner, 
who was attended by his attorney, Mr. Wieder. 

**Have you been offered any inducement to 
enter this ples?’’ 

‘*No, your Honor.’’ 

‘*Whatis the recommendation, Mr. Circuit 
Attorney ?’’ 

‘*A life sentence,’’ answered Mr. MacDonala. 

Judge Laughlin then sentenced the prisoner 
as follows: 

‘*Thd judgment of thelaw is that you be 
sentenced to imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for the remainder of your natural life.’’ 

Sears was taken back to jail to await nis de- 
parture for the penitentiary.
